1. OCCURRENCE OF AN ALBINO RAT-TAILED BAT; 
RHINOPOMA MICROPHYLLUM KINNEARI WROUGHTON

Albino bats in some species, Miniopterus 
schreibersii (Kahrau 1972), Myotis lucifugus 
(Smith 1982), Rousettus leschenaulti (Karim 
1983) (and for other species see Allen 1939) 
have already been reported but there is no 
such report in the case of Rhinopoma micro- 
phyllum kinneari, a common species of the 
Indian subcontinent. 


During the present survey, a male albino 
of R. m. kinneari (Fig. 1) was collected from 
a bat colony situated below the elevated site 
of convocation ground of University of Jodh-
